AGAIN 
COINING STANDARD DOL- 


LARS. 


Last July the Director of the Mint 


who seems to be more of a dictatoi 
than a director, issued an order sus- 
pending the coinage of standard dollars 
at the mint. He assigned us a cause 
for this order that there was no de 
mand for the coins, and that there was 
enough fine silver in the Treasury to 
meet all demands for months to come 
The latest report of the Treasury Do 
partment shows that there was only 
$5,000,000 fine silver in the Treasury 
and the San Francisco mint has been 
ordered to coin standard silver dollars 
again. 


It appears that all the efforts of the 


Treasury Department to discourage the 
use of silver as money is unavailing 
Though Saoty. Gage and Dictator Pros - 
ton proclaim through the gold press 
that standard dollars are worth only 
45 or 50 cents each, the people demand 
them and are determined to have them 
Orders for silver dollars are sent to the 
sub-treasuries almost daily, and the 
coinage of the dollars, which was sus- 
pended two months ago, has to be re- 
sumed to accommodate the people. 
Silver is the money of the masses 
throughout the country. All the smal 
transactions of every day 
life 
are 


settled with silver and everybody who 
pays as he goes for what he purchases 
uses silver, The people want, and the 
most pronounced goldbng in business 
is not only willing but desirous to se) 
any and all his wares for silver". He 
may prate about silver dollars being 
woithonly 45 cents, but he never re 
fuses to dispose of what he has to sel 
for such dollars. Though he may speak 
deprecatingly uf silver dollars and say 
they are not worth as much as gold, he 
knows tbat he is not telliug the truth 
as a silver dollar is a legal tender foi 
100 centa for obligations, public anc 
private. 


Let a silver man go to the store of a 


goldbug with five,ten or fifty dollars in 
silver to purchase wares which the gold 
man has for sale and he will find that 
he can buy jast as cheap for silver as 
he can for gold- If the intending pur 
chaser finda it inconvenient to carry 
silver coins let him get silver ceitifl 
cates, which are redeemable in silver 
dollars, and Mr. Goldbug takes them as 
readily as he does gold notes, because 
they will pay as much debt, whether 
the debt be public or private, as the 
same amount of gold certificates. In 
practice he contradicts his theory anc 
never refuses to give as much of what 
he has to sell for silver coins or silver 
certificates as for a like amount in gold 
coin or gold certificates. 


Everybody wants silver, wants ail he 


can get of it, whether he preaches gold- 
bagism or not, and for thut reason the 
demand for silver is so i?reat that our 
single standard Secretary of the Treas- 
ury and our single standard Director of 
the Mint, who, by the way, is a legacy 
left by Mr. Cleveland, havo to resume 
the coinage of silver to supply the de- 
mand for silver dollars, 


THE 
rUOliBLK 
A1' 
KLONDIKE. 


Returning prospectors, who left the 


Klondike in the latter part of August, 
have arrived at Seattle. They report 
whisky plenty, but provisions scarce in 
the mines. It appears that a Mr. Gage, 
a son of the Secretary of the Treasury, 
saw an opportunity to turn an honest 
dollar, which he professes to believe is 
a gold, dollar only, in supplying the 
hardy and thirsty miners of the Klon- 
dike with liquid refreshments. 
He 


sent a consignment of alcohol to St. 
Michaels, and though the laws pro- 
hibit the sale or importation of intoxi- 
cants in Alaska exception waa made in 
the o.iso oE Mr. Gage, who was not only 
permitted to violate the revenue laws, 
but the accommodating transportation 
companies on the Yukon gave his alco- 
hol the preference over provisions, 
which the miners desired to ship up 
the river. 
The result is an abundance 


of whisky, bat a great scarcity of pro- 
visions at Dawson. 


This reminds one of an early day in- 


cident out in Humboldt county. A. P. 
K. Saff ord, afterwards Governor of Ar- 
izona, "W. K. Parkinson, once State 
Controller, and several other gentle- 
men, made up a party to go duck hunt- 
ing on Humboldt Lake. They selected 
Charley Stevens as commissary and in- 
structed him to purchase such sup- 
plies as he thought necessary for a 
week's hunt. 
Charley drove his team 


to Ewing's store and had a ten gallon 
cask of whisky, a box of crackers and 
two sides of bacon put in the wagon 
and left for the 
hunting grounds. 


Later in the day the hunters followed 
on horseback and arrived at camp late 
in the evening with appetites sharp- 
ened by exercise. 
Charley, who had 


tapped the keg, invited them to help 
themselves and then served supper, 
which consisted of fried baoon and 
crackers. 
The hunters were dissatis- 


fied and next morning returned to 
Unionville sadder and wiser men than 
when they left town the day before. 
Charley never forgave them; and said 
that they were the most particular 
people he ever saw and not fit to live 
in a free country and, though a dyed- 
id-the-wool Republican, 
he 
would 


never vote for one of them afterwards. 
He thought that men who would com- 
plain of food when they had plenty of 
whisky did not 
deserve office and 


should not receive the support of any 
one worthy the name of American 
citizen.

Some of the lower grades 
arealiUla crowded, but by judicious 
pi emotions iu January, under the semi- 
yearly plan of promotions, I think they 
can be I ally relieved. 


FAIR WEEK. 


We are gradually reaching that 


pcint of interest in school work that 
enables ue to run nearly as smoothly 
during State Fair week as- at any other 
time. Over 90 per cent of the papiis 
enrolled were in attendance the fonr 
days on which 8chool,was held. Pupils 
necessarily absent on account', of the 
Fail were given every privilege in 
reference to their studies; all others 
were required to * be present, and 
regular work was done. Bat the mural 
effect of keeping nearly 600 children 
off the streets during 
the greater 


portion of fonr days in Fair week 
would make it profitable to ran school 
that week, even if the children learned 
nothing from their books. 


To President Powning and the State 


Agricultural Society for their generous 
invitation, and to the School Board for 
their kindness in allowing a holiday, 
the school children are all indebted for 
a most pleasant day at the Fair.

munications on lue water question 
wbich I will attempt to furnish. In 
Mr. Schmidt's 
communication 
he 


simply ignores modem methods and 
materials and calls it 11 stovepipe 
sjstem, evidently wishing it to be 
understood tbat uo reputable people 
handle =ach articles. Oast iron pipe 
is used more m the eabt than else- 
where, cwiog to the cost and also low 
freight rates lor transportation. The 
only margin the steel pipe manufac- 
turer has in bidding on a contract 
there, is tbe weight, and also the ten- 
sile strength, as steel pipo and cast 
iron are about on tbe same footing as 
regarda price. Where heavy pressure 
exceeding a head of 200 feet are need 
cast iron pipe is a suspicious affair, 
and (here are quite a number o! places 
Within a radius of 100 miles of New 
York which use steel pipe exclusively, 
such aa Mr. Shaw made his estimate 
on. All steel riveted pipes, known as 
hjdraulic pipe, are constructed to 
stand a pressure of not less than 200 
feet in tbe Urger eizes and up to 2,000 
feet m pipes of 3 and 4 inches, Pipes 
of 18 inches in diametar are generally 
made to stand a 600-foot pressure and 
of No. 12 steel.

Estimat- 
ing that there will be 1,500 houses 
supplied with three quarter tap and 
tbat water is under a pressure of 100 
feet, then the total amount that could 
be used, providing each kept their 
faucet wide open and open for 24 
hours continuously, only 3,600,000 gal- 
lons could be discharged. Such a state 
of affaire, as every Bane person knows, 
will never exist anywhere, but is 
simply used to illustrate bow com- 
plete a system Reno is en the verge of 
having.

THE WATER ANALYZED. 


Professor Wilson Submits His Report to 


the City Council 


On Friday Councilman Ky land pi fl- 


oured a quantity of water from tbe 
spring which has beeu found at the 
site, where the Board of City Trustees 
are at present experimenting with a 
view of obtaining a sufficient quantity 
of water for town use, and at Mr 
Byland's request Professor N. E. Wil- 
son, chemist at the University Experi- 
ment Station, made an analysis and his 
report is as followfl :

Ex-Commissioner McLanghlin'8 View* 


as to Cbaraeter and Cost of System. 
To the Honorable City Council, Beno: 


Gentlemen—As we cannot get any defin- 
ite information from your Honorable 
President, Mr. Osbnrn. 1 now propose to 
give you a little information and data on 
the subject of the cost of construction 
of the proposed water plant, and to make 
a few remarks and suggestions on the 
subject: 


A. W. Cravin, Esq., Civil Engineer, 


Croton Aqueduct, New York, says : "In 
cast iron pipe you are dealing with a cer- 
tainty. 1 do not consider it true economy 
to .use, any known substitute in any por- 
tion of a town." 


Capt. Edward Buger, an eminent hy- 


draulic engineer, and for several years 
Topographical Engineer on Gen. Thomas' 
staff, sajs : "I consider it time wasted 
to hunt for a substitute for cast iron 
pipe." 


Now, gentlemen, if I understand the 


case correctly, you are proposing to ex- 
periment with the people's money by 
putting hi a system of sheet iron pipes, 
only a little over six times heavier than 
ordinary stove pipe, to supply water for 
20,000 inhabitants, with a head of about 
200 feet, and a pressure on the street 
mains of about 50 pounds to the square 
inch. I want to ask how long such pipe 
will stand that pressure ? 


Any authority on water systems will 


tell you that in ordering pipe, great al- 
lowance should be made forwater-iam, 
caused by emptying and filling the lines. 
Water is not free fiom air in service, and 
the sudden opening and closing of hy- 
drants and valves will certainly produce 
a water-ram, and these blows will cause 
a pipe to burst unless you have it of suf- 
ficient thickness and strength to with- 
stand them. You have all noticed the 
thumping of the water in pipes, that is 
what is called technically "water-ram" 
and is what causes a great many pipes to 
break. The only way to guard against 
this is to have good pipe, and all author!, 
ties, worth considering, agree that cast 
iron pipes of regulation weight are the 
only pipes worth the trouble and expense 
of putting into a city's water system, if 
it is intended to have a system that will 
work, wear well, and last. 


When Beno puts hi her own plant, she 


wants a good one ' A stove pipe system 
that will be forever bursting and break" 
ing, will not fill the bill at all. If we 
cannot afford to put in a first-class sys- 
tem at this time, then let us wait until 
we can afford it, and not rush in and 
spend §130,000 and then be dependent on 
the present Water Company for our 
water halt or two-thirds of the time. 


Mr. Osburn quotes Mr. Schaw to the 


effect that on a guess a system (of stove 
pipes) can be put in for 8100,000. This 
§100,000 guess, figures on No. 12 and No. 
10 sheet iron pipe, which is entirely and 
completely inadequate. 


Now, I figure the kind of plant that 


Beno ought to have, if she has any at all, 
as' follows : You propose to take the 
water fioni the river at about the center 
of Section 15, T. 19 N , B 
1<* E., which 


is a little more than 8 miles west of our 
eastern city limits as the crow flies. Beno 
has about 
5,000 inhabitants to-day; 


hence you must furnish about, 01 provide 
for about 4 tunes as much water as the 
present Water Company is doing. The 
water now comes through a 12-inch pipe 
with about the same head, or its equiva- 
lent, as you will have, and to furnish 
four times the volume, you must double 
the size o! the present pipe. That is a 
24-inch pipe will carry four tunes the 
volume that a 12-inch pipe will do with 
the same head, and the same length of 
pipe and consequent friction. A 24-inch 
pipe ought to be put in, but let us as- 
sume that a 20-inch pipe will do the work 
Now that pipe ought to be brought into 
the city, down Commercial Bow to the 
corner of Virginia street, and then be 
carried south across the river to as far as 
Dr. Thoma's house This -would make 
fully eight miles of this pipe. Then from 
this pipe the. laterals should be run 
north and south up and down Sierra 
street and all the parallel streets, and if 
you will take a rule and scale off the 
city map, you will see that it would re- 
quire aboiit 43,200 feet, and this should 
be at least 8-inch pipe. On the south 
side of the river the laterals should be 
run of 8-inch pipe along Mill and Court 
streets and sti sets pwillel to them, aud 


ou will observe tuat abou: 10,8^0 feet 
ould be requiied for this. That will 
ake 54,000 feet, nil told, of 8-inch pipe, 
rom the 8-inch pipes on the north side 
-inch pipes should be run along First, 
econd, aud other paiallel sheets, and if 
ou will bcale them off on the map yon 
will see that about 28,800 feet would be 
eqxured. On the south side of the river 
-inch pipe should be inn on the north 
nd south streets, and yon can see by 
measuring that it would take about 


,000 feet. This would make about 33,- 
00 feet o£ 6-inch pipe all told. A total 
f about 17 miles of stieet mams, or 
ounting the mile aud a half of 20-inch 
ape inside the city, a total of 18^ miles 
jf street mains. This would give us a 
fine system, and just about adequate to 
comply with the requirements o£ the 
aw and furnish -n ater for 20,000 popula- 
:ion.

The foregoing estimates simply show 


the approximate cost of piping water to 
the city and laying the street mains, and 
building a reservoir, and running the 
pipes to and from the same, and with 
economy and careful management, these 
estimates would probably not be ex- 
ceeded more than $25,000. 


I have made no estimate of what the 


water rights will probably cost, nor what 
the right of way will cost, nor what the 
land at the head of the pipe line will 
cost, but the last two items will un- 
doubtedly cost several thousands of dol- 
lars. 


The water right cannot be estimated as 


it cannot be had, and you must depend 
on the surplusage or waste water to sup- 
ply your wants. Section 33 of the Incor- 
poration Act in the last clause says : 
"Provided that this section shall not 
authorize said Council to appropriate any 
water previously appropriated by any 
person, nor to interfere with any vested 
rights then existing in such water." Now 
in the face of that clause, how are you 
going to gee any water ? Who has any 
for sale ? In case of a dry season, the 
prior vested rights would have to be sup- 
plied first, and they would take every 
drop of the flow, and j on would not be 
able to furnish water enough to this 
town to supply the Truckee Stables 
alone. You cannot steal it from the 
ranchers who have vested rights in it, 
and Eeno will be without city water, and 
those people who may feel they have 
been misled will talk rudely to you, 
perhaps. 


You are complaining very bitterly 


about the water now being furnished to 
the city by the Water Company, and yet 
you propose to take a supply of that 
same identical water, taken from the 
same river, and bring it into the city in 
light pipes. The same Crater, taken from 
the same river about one mile from where 
the Water Company is now taking its 
supply, and you fail to show how you in- 
tend to acquire title to the water in the 
first place, and why it will be any better 
than the water we are getting now in the 
second place. 


Now, I predict that if the bond scheme 


carnes at the coining election, that you 
will expend the whole $130,000 and for 
that vast sum you will not be equipped to 
supply any portion of this city with 
water of any quality whatever; that an- 
other appropriation and a further indebt- 
edness of ?150,000 will be needed to 
complete the work, and when completed 
we will have an underground system of 
riveted pipes furnishing us for some of the 
time perhaps, with the same identical 
water, and at the same price, that we are 
getting now. 


Mr. Osbnrn and Mr. Byland are the 


two members of your Honorable Council 
who seem to be agitating this matter 
more than all the rest, and I want to ask 
them why it is that they are" so very 
anxious to foist this cheap water 
system on the town at this timo ? Is it 
pure philanthropy? If so, why have they 
both hid their philanthropic lights under 
a bushel, so veiy securely, lo, all these 
years ? Hid them so securely that not a 
twinkle of the light has ever before 
escaped ! Hid them so securely that no 
one has ever suspected either of them of 
philanthropy! 


It would be a business proposition to 


wait a while longer until we are able to 
buy and own a supply of water and then 
bring it into the town in good first-class 
cast iron pipes, and with a proper system 
o£ reservoirs. Your scheme will spend a 
whole lot of money and give us nothing 
but an increase of taxation ! 


I have read the Gazette's interview 


with Mr. Osburn, published in the issue 
of that paper of the 4th as an editoriaj', 
and note that Mr. Osburn apologizes for 
the weakness of his proposition, and 
says in effect that he has done the best 
he could with the means at command. 
Vhy did he not take up a collection 
mongst his pure water philanthropic 
friends, and then get reliable data, and 
tave some well arranged and feasible 
t>lan to submit to the voters, instead of a 
ot of guesses, with no penalty attached 
f the estimate has been guessed wrong ? 


I have also read Mr. Osburn's answer 


o Mr. Dodge in the JOURNAL of the 6th, 
and I will now proceed to puncture some 
of the gentleman's arguments. He says : 
'I believe from careful investigation, 
that $130,000 will be sufficient to give 
Reno such a water plant as the City 
Charter contemplates." What does his 
careful investigation consist of? Noth- 
ing more or less than getting a Sacra- 
mento hardware man, with pipe to sell, 
to give a guess on the cost of a cheap 
pipe system; and a little digging on an- 
other man's land to see if water will filter 
itself up hill from the river to a ditch 
then when it was found that the watei 
would not run up hill, it was thought the 
river water could be filtered through 
several yards of cobble stones and eom< 
out pure; then this idea was abandonee 
and now it is proposed to furnish straigh 
out river water. Everybody ought to 
know that the water in the Truckee rive 
has all been taken up with ditch rights 
and that even in an ordinarily dry season 
the City Fathers cannot take any wate 
until all prior rights have been satisfied 
Those owning prior water rights cannc 
reasonably be expected to give up thei 
water to the city without" full compensa 
tion, and the city has no right to con 


demn' and ,tnke' it. Consequently they 
most purchase, and no steps 'have been 
taken to ascertain what a requisite 
quantity can be purchased for., 
, 


It ia a SUM thing that if the city pro- 


ceeds to put in a system without par; 
chasing a bona fide "water tight, that 
every summer will see it without 
any water to run in its etove pipee, 
Hence Mr. Osburn's assumption thut 
all the consumers will quit the old 
company and take the city water is an 
assumption that the consumers are all 
a pack aud parcel' of fools. They will 
stay with the old company, which owns 
a vested right iu 1,500 inches for (heir 
Highland ditch. On this hypothesis it 
ia fair to assume that at least one-half 
of the consumers wiil coutiuue to do 
their business with the ol^l company. 
Thero is nothing in the Incorporation 
Act giving the city's works a monopoly. 


The old company wiil have just as 


much right to sell water as I hoy have 
now, and it is fmr to ntfcnma tbat they 
will do so. 


Mr. Osburn farther s iys: " We may 


take, for the sake of round numbers 
and to have a safe, margin, $15,000 as 
the average amouut to be raised per 
annum to meet all bonds, interest and 
running expenses." Now if the old 
company keeps onp-lialf the business 
at the~preseut i ate?, uud their income 
from water being only about $22,000 
per annum the city will have $11,000 to 
meet this $15,000 with, uud if rates are 
cut one-half, aa Mr. Otbuni intimate? 
then tho cicy will h.»ve $5,500 lo meet 
tb is $15,000k with. 


Mr. Osburn figures that two men can 


do all tte work, keep the pipe i in order 
aud do the collecting 
Now, on this 


contemplated system of stove pipes,: 
assert that au aveiage force of at leas 
twelve men will be needed all the time 
to keep the line iu repair, and that th 
water will be shut off for at loast 2 
per cent of the time to enable those re 
.pairs to be made. 


But, if anyone entertains the idea thft 


the people will come rushing over ou 
another to get away from the preset) 
company to come to the city wp.te 
sj'stem, they make a great mistake 
It will have to be demonstrated tha 
it ia the beat and cheapest 
i n 1 t! 


surest as to supply be'ore get HUB 
a dozen customers, nnd as there are no 
water rights of any kind or description 
to begin with,! fail to see how ycu 
will convince anybody of your ability 
to furnish them with water. 


Another thing. 
The arrogance of 


private corporation officials is not a 
marker to the arrogance of the powers 
in charge of a municipal system. A 
kick to them is wasted on the desert 
air. They have no personal interests 
to suffer, Hnd the people cati take the 
water they furnish or let it aloue, even 
to a greater extent than has been com- 
plained of .in connection with the old 
company. The city pipes will also con- 
tain fish and as much pollution as imy 
other system taken from the same 
source. 


I might be in favor of some reason, 


able system, but this piesent proposi- 
tion which is being submitted lo the 
people is lacking iu every essential de- 
tail of business sense or prudence. 


I have assumed in the foregoing that 


you have decided to take water straight 
from the liver—iu fact, have been told 
so—but, as this has been denied by 
someoi.e.I have taken tho pains lo tulk
